farm commodity prices arc in one 
oi the longest periods of 
general 
‘‘stabilization'' on record, a market 
survey showed today. 
With 
stocks oi 
important com­ 
modities piling 
up in 
warehouses 
and on the farm, markets have been 
virtually deadlocked for weeks. 
During the past 
three 
months 
wheat has stuck to a price range 
of seven cents; corn has fluctuated 
only nine cents, oats five cents, rye 
five cents and butter one-half cent. 
Although grain prices are ‘‘sta­ 
bilized" near the lowest levels in 
five to six years and butter is the 
lowest in three years all prices are 
comfortably above the record lows 
reached in 1932 Livestock, particu­ 
larly hogs, has not been confined to 
the narrow 
ranee 
characterizing 
grains. 
Grain trade 
experts 
attributed 
the steadiness of community m ar­ 
kets. in part, at least, to the accu­ 
mulation of supplies tending to de­ 
press prices on one hand and wide 
spread government efforts to raise 
prices on the other. Helping to iron 
out the ups and downs 
of 
price 
fluctuations has been withdrawal 
of broad scale speculative activity in 
markets, although it 
was 
pointed 
out that speculation, itself, acts in 
anticipation of price 
moves 
and 
thus tends to flatten the curve. 
Participation of the government 
in commodity markets has helped 
to chill speculative activities. Gov­
